But the great Decay in our Exportation of re« 
fined Sugars, is not fo much owing to our 
People’s being ‘out-done or -underwork’d in 
the Refining of Sugars by Foreigners, as to the 
high Duties paid upon Importation, which the

HE taking of Porto Bello, blowing up 
T all the Fortifications, feizing their Ships, 
bringing away a great Quantity of Bra/s Can- 
nn, and deftroying the reft of lefs Value, fo 
that the Place can never be fortify’d again 
without a prodigious Expence, are a very great Cc 
Honour to that brave Officer, who did all this 
withstx Menor War onty. But when 
we confider his Humanity to the Inbabitants, 
which is always infeparable from true Courage, 
we have Reafon to expeét farther Confe- 
quences from it ; for the Place being now laid 
open to Trade, and in our Hands, why may 
not we reap fome Advantages from it? The 
Inhabitants of that Part of the World can D 
neher eat nor drink Stlver, Gold, or Dia- 
pons: They muft therefore be fupply’d with 
Food and Raiment from fome foreign Nation ; 

i therefore, why may not «ve fhare, at 
leaf, in this Trade, as well as any other Coun- 
‘ry, when we have fo confiderable a Pledge in 
our Hands? 

But having mention’d that this important 
Acqufition was obtain’d by fix Men of War E 
"s, ‘t mutt be confefs’d, that Admiral Ver- 
r= was very much obliged to his Excellency 
u', Trelawney, the prefent worthy Governor 
o! Jamaica, who finding the Admiral fent 
taither upon fo national an Account, with- 
cot any Land. Forces, or any difcretionary 
Power to raife them in any of our American 
Cormes, generoufly furnith’d him with about fF 
200 Men, being half the Land-Force of the 
Whole Ifland. He could not have done this, 
"he had not firft render’d himéelf exceed- 
‘ag'y beloved there by his difinterefted Admi- 
nitration, and wife Conduét in making a 
Treaty with the rebellious Negroes. 

, +s is a plain Proof of what we might 
have done, many Years ago, when we had a 
much fuperior Force in the Weft- Indies, under 
the Command of another brave and experienced 
Atriral— Yet fewer Men were now loft in 
‘ening the Place by Admiral Vernon, than 
cd every Day, whilft Admiral Hofer lay in 
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that unwholefome Climate. For befides the

Admiral Vernon hath had the good Fortune 
to meet with much better Succefs in his Enter 
prize, fo prudently conducted, and fo bravely ex- 
ecuted, that it moft give the utmoft Joy to all 
his Majefty’s faithful Subje@s, as dob Houfes 
exprefs theméelves, fince it affords the moft rea- 
fonable Hopes and Expectations that, by the 
Biefiing of God upon his Majefty’s Arms, it 
may be attended with other important Advan- 
tages, and highly contribute to the obtaining 
rea] and effeétual Security for thofe juft Rights 
of Navigation and Commerce, belonging to the 
Britife Subdjects, for the Prefervation of which 
his Majefty enter’d into thrs neceffary War, 

In Anfwer to which, his Majefty was 
moft gracioufly pleafed to thank them for their 
dutiful Congratulations on this Succefs of his 
Arms, which is fo much for the Honour and 
Intereft of his Crown and Kiegdoms, that 
he declared it to be very agrecable to bim, (See 
p. 150, 151.) 

This will certainly redound to the immortal 
Honour of the ga/lant Gentleman, who hath 
done his King and Country fuch eminent Ser- 
vice ; and who can deferve it better ?——Does 
it not fhew the higheft Degree of Geaerofity

In free Countries, where the collective Body 
of the People have a Right to, chufe Repre- 
fentatives, no Pains or Cofte ought to be 
ipared to fecure a Majority of them in the 
Minsier’s Intereft and Service, by Places, Pen- 
fions, and Bounties ; for it is much eafier to 
govern a People, who fancy themfelves free, 
by the Name and outward Appearance of a 
Senate, than by an open Exercife of arbitrary 
Power, This is demonftrable from the Roman 
Hiftory 5 for Tiberius, and his infamous Mi- 
milter Sganus, as well as the fucceeding Em- 
perors, kept up the Form of a Senate, and 
the Names of their ancient Magiftrates, in or- 
cer to fanctify their own Meajures, and pre- 
ferve the Appearance of their old Conflitution,

the other he drove ; they tied him Neck and 
Hels, in which Pofture he remain’d four 
Hours before be was releafed, 

This Day came on, at Taunton Affizes, 
the Trial of Mrs. Elizabeth Branch and her 
Daughter, for the Murder of Sane Butter 
worth, their Servant Girl, in their Houfe at 
Hemingten, near Pbilips- Norton in the County 
of Sumerfee; when they were both found 
guilty and receiv’d Sentence of Death.——. 
In the Courfe of the Evidence it appear’d, 
that the Deceas’d had been fent to 2 neighbour- 
ing Place for fome Barm, (or Yeaft,) but forging 
2 Lye, fo exafperated the Daughter, that the vi- 
olently ftruck her with her Fift about the Head, 
and pinch’d her Ears. That then the Prifoners 
juintly flang her upon her Face upon the 
Floor, and in the Prefence of Anne Somers, 
(who was the Dairy-Maid, and the principal 
Evidence) the Daughter kneel’d upon the De- 
cealed’s Neck, and both Mother and Daugh- 
ter whipp’d her with Twigs for a confiderable 
Time, till the ran with Blood» That then 
the Daughter took off one of the Deceafed’s 
Shoes, and beat her about the Breech and 
Hips with the Hee! thereof, keeping her with 
ber Knee on the Ground, and the Mother 
fill whipping.

That the Daughter afterwards rubb’d her 
Breech with Salt, which was all bloody with 
whipping, That the Evidence, Somers, on 
her Return from Milking, found both her 
Miftrefes fitting by the Fire, and the De- 
cesled Jying on the Floor ; that the obferv'd 
that the bloody Cap, which the Deceafed had 
on before fhe went a milking, had been 
chang’d, and a clean one put on, and the 
Blood had ran thro’ that likewife. That 
prelently the told her old Miftrefs the Girl 
was dead; on which the cali’d her Welch 
Bich, That the Deceafed was put into a 
Bed, with whom the faid Somers was order’d 
to lie; but the did not touch her, knowing 





her to be dead. That fhortly after the De- 
ceafed was buried, under the Notion of her 
dying fuddenly ; but there being a Mattering 
among the Neighbours, the Body was taken 
up and examin’d by Mr. Sa/mon; who de- 
pos’d, that he went with the Coroner and 
fome of the Jury to examine the Body, and 
found a violent Bruife in the Os Frontis, and 
both Tables of the Skull broken, He alfo 
faw a Wound a little above the Temple Bone, 
which he thought to be the moft dangerous;

WEDNESDAY, 9. 

Charles Drew was executed at St. Edmund’s- 
Bury in Suffolk, for the Murder of his Father, 
Mz. Charles Fobn Drew, Attorney at Law, 
of Long-Melford in tnat County, on the 31f 
of Far. laft. At the Trial, before Mr, Juf- 
tee Page, about 16 Witneffes were examin’d 
to lupport the Indi€tment ; but the principal 
one was Edevard Humpbreys, formerly an Ale- 
houle Keeper at Long- Melford (who had been 
taken up for the Murder, but was now ad- 
mitted an Evidence.) He depofed, That he 
bad known the Prifoner Charles Drew feve- 
ral Years, and likeewife the Deceafed, whom 
he had employed in feveral Affairs. That he 
bod heard the Prifoner fay, he with’d his Fa- 
(her was dead, becaufe he never allowed him 
any Money, and he had be-n obliged to bor- 
tow Money upon Intereft of feveral Perfons, 
* that he never heard him talk of killing 
's Father, till the Night the Murder was 
es at which Time he came from 

‘Cam, and faw the Prifoner at the Back- 
Gate of the upper Houfe belorging to his Fa- 
“er. That he did not at firft obferve whe- 
ter he hada Gun in his Hand or not, but 
he came up to him, he took Notice he 
“ca Gun with him. That he (Drew) hid 


the Gun in the little Houfe in the Orchard, 
and then afked the Witnefs to go with him to 
the fower Houfe (about a Quarter of a Mile 
off) that he went with him, and they there 
drank a Dram together ; after which the Pri- 
foner afked him to accompany him to Ly/fon- 
ball, and as they went along, the Prifoner 
took the Gun out of the little Houfe, where 
he had hid.it, and went forwards towards the 
Deceafed’s Houfe, while the Witnefs follow'd 
at fome Diftance. That he faw the Prifoner 
at the Door of the Deceafed, about 11 o’Clock, 
and heard a Noife at the fame Time, but 
whether it was the Report of a Gun, or the 
Clapping of a Door he could not tell. He was 
afked feveral Times if he could not diftinguifh 
the Report of a Gun, from the Noife made 
by clapping a Door; and he perfifted in it, 
that he knew not whether the Noile he heard 
at that Time was made by a Gun, or by the 
Falling-to of a Door; but he faid he faw the 
Prifoner come out of the Deceafed’s Houfe at 
that Time. Upon his being call’d upon again, 
and interrogated to the fame Purpofe, he de- 
pofed the Noife was like the Report of a Gune 
He farther faid, that after the Noife, the 
Prifoner came up to him, and they both 
walked the Length of 2 Fields together to- 
wards Lyfton-ball, and then the Prifoner told 
him, the Fob was dnc, but what was meant 
by that Expreffion, he faid, he could not tell. 
He farther depofed, that he went about a 
Quarter of a Mile with the Prifoner, toward 
Lyfton-ball, where he left him, and then toole 
Horfe to go to Dunmore to meet fome Perfons 
there that Night. That he was afterwards 
taken up, and while he was in Cuftody, he, 
botrow’d 20/. of the Prifoner ; that he fent 
a Letter figned Fobn Smith, and direéted it to 
Wn. Mace, with another enclofed therein, to 
the Prifoner for Money, but whether this 
2o/. was received before, or after he fent the 
faid Letter, he could not tell. He added, that 
about a Fortnight after the Murder was com~ 
mitted, he afked'the Prifoner, If be was not 
concerned at the Death of bis Father?

that when Humpbreys was apprehended, the

Rings that the Prifoner gave him, were pro- 
duced in Court. 

The Prifoner called only two Witneffes ta 
his Defence 3 ope: as to the Time of Night 
when he went from home, the other'as to the 
Time when he got to Ly/ton- ball: But they difs 
fered fo little from Humpbreys, that they feem< 
ed rather to confirm his Evidence than to con- 
tradi&t it. Upon the Whole, the Evidence was 
fo ftrong againft him, that the Jury ina few 
Minutes, and without going out, found hiay 
guilty of the Indif&tment. The Council for 
the King were Mr. Serjeant Prime, ‘Mr. 
Llyd, Mr. Clarke, Mr. Baldwin and Mrx 
W ihams: For the Prifoner, Serjeant Uriia 
(the Deputy-Recorder of this City) and) Mr. 
Pilfwortb. 

This unhappy Parricide was about 25 Years 
old, a handfome Man, and his Perfon very 
much admired. But by reafon of Family Dif- 
cords, little Care had been taken of his. Educa- 
tion ; fo that hoving never had any Tafte for 
rational Entertainments, or polite Amufements 
(unlefs Courfingand Poaching may be reckon'd 
fach) he was naturally led to herd with mean 
People. By this Means he fell into bad Com- 
pany, fuch as Smugglers, Poachers, &¢. and 
growing fond of Women, whofe Charadters 
were not extraordinary, Want of ny 
fupply his Extrayagancies, oocafion’d! it fre- 
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quently to be buzz'd in his Ears by his Compa- 
nions, that "twas Pity his Father thou!d poflefs 
fo plentiful an Eftate, and he (the Son) be in 
continual Want of Money. Thefe Infinua- 
tions firft put him on meditating the horrid 
Deed, which he foon after refolved to per- 
petrate.

By Letters from Gena we have an Ac- 
count, that the Vigilance, Capt. Will. Hill, 
was taken by two Spanifb Privateers above 
Leghorn; and that as they were carrying the 
faid Veffel into Civita Vecchia, a Sea-Port 
belonging to the Pope, they met with another 
Englifh Ship loaded with Pilchards, within the 
Reach of the Guns of that Port, and though 
they weré fired at from the Port feveral 
Times, they perfifted in taking the Ship, 
which they did after a long Engagement, ia 
which the Captain and feveral of his Men 
were killed, and of fix that were left alive, 
when fhe was obliged to ftrike, we are told, 
that the Spaniards moft barbaroufly murdered 
five, after they had furrendred. They carried 
both Ships into that Port, but the Governor 
ordered fome Mufketeers on board the Pri- 
vateers, and having fold the Cargo of the 
laft-mentioned Ship, kept the Produce in his 
Hands, till the fhould either be condemned as 
a Prize, or cleared, as being taken under the 
Guns of a neutral Port. This Affair gives 
the Holy See fome Difturbance, being qilling 
to preferve a Neutrality in the prefent War, 
and as it does not, it feems, pretend to Ine 
fallibility in Difputes of a maritime Nature, 
the Congregation appointed to examine and 
decide this Matter, have wrote to Leghorn for 
Advice. Probably, they are willing to learn 
what Opinion the Germans, who by good 
Luck are ftill in their Neighbourhood, may 
have of it. 

The Cardinals are ftill bufy in the Con- 
clave, about the Election of a new Pope; 
and we are told, that Cardinal A/berom has 
once had 22 Votes in his Favour. If he 
fhould get the Triple Crown upon his in- 
triguing Head,. he may. probably make the 
Holy See intermeddle a little more in the Af- 
fairs of ‘Europe, than it has done for fome 
Years paft.
